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Office of Registrar-General of Births, Death, &c., 
May 31st, 1890. 
Sir—I have the honor to submit to you the following report on the 
births, deaths, and marriages registered in the colony in the year 1889. 


POPULATION. 

On December 31st, 1889, the estimated population of the province, 
exclusive of the inhabitants of the Northern Territory and of aborigines, 
was 319,166, viz., 163,277 males and 155,889 females. This showed an 
advance of 6,101 on the estimated population of January 1st—an increase 
which was larger than that of any other year since 1884, and which 
compared very favorably with the increase of 1888, in which year only 
644 persons were added to the population. 

The period of four years 1885-88 was an exceptionally bad time with 
respect to population, owing to the very great excess of emigration over 
immigration; but in 1889, though unfortunately departures still continued 
to outnumber arrivals, the difference, 716, was very much less than the 
difference in any of the four years mentioned. 


In this colony the estiinates of population for the province are periodi- 
cally made up in this way :—At the end of every month the difference 
between the number of immigrants and the number of emigrants during 
the month is, as the case may require, added to or subtracted from the 
population at the beginning of the month, and to the number thus 
obtained is added the month’s excess of births registered over deaths 
registered. At the time of the last census this mode of estimating was 
found to have worked excellently, the numbers which had resulted from it 
just immediately before being very near the truth; but whether it has been 
working equally as well under the altered circumstances which have 
arisen since then will not be known with certainty until the census is 
taken next year. It is, however, believed it will be found to have been 
quite as reliable as any of the modes of calculating used for a similar 
purpose in the other colonies. 


Information respecting arrivals in the colony and departures from it is 
obtained from returns supplied by the Collector of Customs, the officers 
of whose department take, it is believed, a considerable amount of trouble 
in collecting the necessary particulars. There are some slight differences 
between the year’s totals of the monthly returns supplied and the year’s 
totals of the quarterly returns published in the Government Gazette ; but 
the following table, compiled from both, shows approximately the distri- 
bution as to route of the immigration and emigration in 1889 :— 
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The figures in the table show that, while our population gained 1,045 
males over 12 years of age, it lost 1,157 females over 12 and also 307 
male and 297 fema'e children under that age, the final result being a loss 
to the colony of 716 persons. If, on the one hand, it is satisfactory to 
find that an addition of more than a thousand persons over 12 years of 
age was made to our male population, on the other hand, the departure 
of so many women and young children cannot but be regarded as a 
matter of serious moment. For various reasons, often very slight ones, 
crowds of men leave the colony temporarily with no thought of remain- 
ing away ; but the same cannoi be said of the other sex, and the exodus 
of so many women and children seems to indicate that a considerable 
portion of our population has been leaving us with the intention of 
settling elsewhere. For a good many of those who depart, however, 
the ‘elsewhere’ is—fortunately for the colony—only a little beyond 
the border, at Silverton or Broken Hill. 


The estimated mean population for the year was 315,402 (160,716 
males and 154,686 females), being more by 4,516 than the estimated 
mean population of the previous year. 


Throughout this report and the statistical tables accompanying it, the 
annual rates of births, deaths, and marriages to population are invariably 
calculated on the mean populations of the years referred to. 


BIRTHS. 


Like the two years immediately preceding it, 1889 was a very un- 
favorable year in reference to births. The births registered numbered 
only 10,318, being less by 192 than those registered in 1888, and being 
less also than the number registered in any other year since 1880. 
The falling off in the number of births in 1889 and the two pre- 
vious years is, no doubt, to be attributed chiefly to the loss of adults 
which the population sustained through the excessive emigration 
already referred to as having commenced in 1885. Fewer married 
women haying been left in the colony, and the number of marriages 
having decreased owing to the departure of many grown-up young 


; people, the natural consequence to be expected was a considerable reduc- 


tion in the number of births. But while, in regard to the number of 
births actually occurring, emigration had this evil effect during the three 
years, it is feared that in 1889 neglect of registration in the city of 
‘Adelaide had a good deal to do with lessening the number of births 
registered. As in all probably the city is now more populous than ever 
it has been before, it is reasonable to suppose that there ought not to be 
any falling off in the number of its births; and yet, in 1889, the births 
registered in Adelaide were less by 152 than those recorded in the 
previous year—a difference which nearly makes up the difference for the 
whole of the province. It should, however, be added that these remarks 
are only the outcome of an inference suggested by the figures, and that 
no actual report or information of the supposed neglect has reached this 
department. Nevertheless, the matter is deemed of such importance 
that a little later in the year it will be made the subject of a special 
report to the Government, with a view to the suggestion of such altera- 
tions in the law as may make it possible to detect speedily, and deal 
with any cases of such neglect that may occur. 


In 1889, the addition to population from the excess of births over 
deaths was 6,817, being not only greater by 66 than that of the previous 
year, but greater than the increase of any preceding year except the four 
years 1884-87. The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 
32°71 against 33°81 in 1888, and was below the birth rate of any other 
of the last sixteen years. By means of a tabular statement which will be 
found further on, and the information in which—like all similar infor- 
mation given in this report—has been taken from the latest and most 
authentic sources, the birth rate of South Australia can be compared 
with the birth rates of the other Australasian colonies, the different parts 
of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. It is believed 
comparisons like that here referred to are very instructive, and that to 
understand properly the vital statistics of the colony, it is not sufficient 
merely to note year after year the rise or fall in the numbers appearing 
in our own returns. 


Of the total number of births registered, 5,286 were male births, and 
5,032 female, the proportion of the former to 100 of the latter being 
105-05. In 1888 the proportion was 109-82, which was unusually high. 
In England, the mean proportion for the ten years ended with 1887 
was 103°8; while the latest ‘‘ Victorian Year Book’’ gives 105-32 as the 
mean proportion for the Australasian colonies taken as a whole, the 
calculation being based on the returns of the five years ended with 1887. 
In the first quarter the births registered numbered 2,441; in the second, 
2,791; in the third, 2,734; and in the fourth, 2,352. It may be here 
stated that almost as an invariable rule the births registered in the 
second and third quarters of a year considerably outnumber those 
registered in the first and last. 


Illegitimate Births.—The births entered in 1889 as illegitimate were 
only 255, against 281 in the previous year, the percentages of ille- 
gitimate to all births registered being for the two years, respectively, 
2-47 and 2°67. Latest returns show that in 1889 the percentage in 
New South Wales was 5°28; in Victoria, 4°92; in Queensland, 4:68; 
in Tasmania, 4°00; and that, in 1888, the percentage in New Zealand 
was 3°05; in England, 4:6. As for several years statistics of illegiti- 
mate births have been given in the annual reports issued from this office, 
and as copies of these reports have been regularly forwarded to the 
Government Statist of Victoria, it is strange that in the very latest issue 
of the ‘‘ Victorian Year Book” (as also in the previous issue) it is 
stated that ‘‘All the Australasian colonies, except South Australia’ and 
Western Australia, now publish statistics of illegitimacy.’? Here, how- 
ever, are given the percentages of illegitimacy in this colony for the 
nine years ended with 1889 :—

For these nine years the mean percentage in South Australia of illegiti- 
mate to the tota) births registered was 2°31; while, according to the 
‘Victorian Year Book,”’ just referred to (1888-9), the mean percentages 
in the other Australasian colonies and the United Kingdom, calculated 
in each instance on the returns of many years, were as follows :—New 
South Wales, 4:29; Victoria, 417; Tasmania, 4-15; Queensland, 3:74; 
New Zealand, 2-43; England and Wales, 4-9; Scotland, 8°5; and Ire- 
land, 2°d, 

DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in 1889 numbered 3,501, being not only less by 
258 than those registered in 1888, but less, also, than the number re- 
corded in any other year since 1877. The deaths of males were 1,966, 
and of females 1,535, the proportion being 128-08 of the former to 100 of 
the latter, which was greater by 23-08 than the percentage of male to 
female births. The death rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 
11°10, which was remarkably low, being lower, in fact, than the death 
rate of any other year for more than twenty years. In the last annual 
report, it was stated on ample grounds that, in regard to the record of its 
mortality, 1888 was one of the best years the colony had ever known. A 
similar statement can now be made, and with even greater reason, respect- 
ing 1889, whether the low rate of deaths or the smallness of the actual 
number registered is considered. Nor is there reason to suspect (as there is 
in regard to births) that the smallness of the number recorded was in 
any degree due to neglect of registration, since, for the most part, the 
registration of deaths is attended to by the undertakers, who make it a 
part of their business and rarely forget to register. By means of the 
tabular statement which has already been referred to, and which will be 
found further on, the death rate of South Australia can be compared with 
the death rates of the other Australasian colonies, the different parts of 
the United Kingdom, and several other countries. ‘The deaths of infants 
under one year of age numbered only 972, against 1,008 in 1888, and 
were in the proportion of only 94 to 1,000 births registered, which 
compared very favorably with the corresponding rates of the seven 
previous years, and not unfavorably with the rates obtaining in the 
other Australasian colonies and England. From 1882 to 1888, the rates 
in South Australia, as given in the annual returns, were, respectively, 
152, 146, 184, 113, 126, 111, and 96. It is probable, however, that in 
the returns of the first three of these years the infantile mortality was 
overstated, owing to the cause indicated and explained in the last 
annual report. Latest returns show that the proportions in the other 
colonies were as follows:—In 1889, Victoria, 152; Queensland, 136; 
New South Wales, 125; Tasmania, 106; Western Australia, 88; and 
in 1888, New Zealand, 71. On the whole, the colonies stand well in 
regard to infantile mortality, since, according to the last annual report 
of the Registrar-General of England, the three lowest proportions known 
in England since the introduction of registration were, 130 in 1881, 135 
in 1879, and 136 in 1888; while the proportion has, in some years, been 
over 150 or even over 160. Of the whole deaths of the year, 1,063 were 
registered in the first quarter, 849 in the second, 750 in the the third, 
and 839 in the fourth. 


An examination of the returns from 1872 to 1889 shows that generally 
the actual mortality of the first or second quarter of a year is the highest, 
and that of the third quarter the lowest. If, however, the deaths are 
counted by half-years, it is found that only on three occasions since 1872 
ne hy actual mortality of the second half of a year exceeded that of 
the first. 


The annual death rate per 1,000 of the population was, in the quarter 
ending

It will be seen from this that, comparing the causes of death in the two 
| years by classes, there was in 1889 a decrease in every class except two 
—the febrile or zymotic class, and the dietic. The trifling advance in 
the latter was due to an additional death from alcoholism, and some 
additional deaths from privation. In the febrile or zymotic class, the 
advance in number was mainly owing to an increase of 82 in the deaths 
from diarrhoea and dysentery. During the first five and the last two 
months of the year attacks from these diseases proved fatal in a great 
many cases, the worst two months being January with 68 deaths, and 
December with 57. Of the 284 deaths attributed to diarrhoea and 
dysentery, no less than 234 were deaths of children under two years of 
age. 

Of the decreases, the most noteworthy was the falling off of 216 in 
the local class. In seven of the ten orders of which this class consists 
there were reductions, mostly considerable ones, in the number of deaths. 
There were, for instance, 61 less deaths from nervous diseases, 66 less 
from circulatory diseases, and 89 less from respiratory diseases. 


As very full particulars are given in the accompanying tables respect - 
ing the different causes of death specified in them, it is considered neces- 
sary to refer specially here to only some of those in the zymotic class, 
and a few of the other causes. 


Scarlet Fever, Measles.—There was only 1 death from scarlet fever, 
against 3 deaths in 1888; and 1 death from measles, against 1 in 1888. 
Deaths from these diseases seem to be becoming rare in South Australia, 
but few having occurred since 1884, in which year, however, the colony 
suffered severely from both, but especially from measles. 


Whooping Cough.—There were only 2 deaths from whooping cough, 
against 9 in 1888 and 30 in 1887. This was the lowest number recorded 
in any year since 1875. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric or typhoid fever numbered 
128 (66 males and 62 females), being more by 20 than those registered 
in 1888, but less by 15 than the number recorded in 1887. The death 
rate from this disease, per 1,000 of the mean population, was 0°41, 
against 0°35 in the previous year. From 1880 t» 1887, the rates were 
respectively, 0°24, 0°3, 0°49, 0°44, 0°44, 0-41, 0°30, 0°46. In England, 
the proportion in 1888 was only 0°17; while the mean annual rate for 
the eight years ended with 1888 was only 0°20. According to the ‘‘Vic- 
torian Year Book,” if deaths from simple and ill-defined fevers are 
counted along with those from enteric fever, the mean annual rates for 
the Australasian colonies for the fifteen years 1873-87 were, New Zea- 
land, 0-38 ; Tasmania, 0°38; South Australia, 0°41; New South Wales, 
0°52; Victoria, 0°53; and Queensland, 0°80. As the inclusion of the 
mortality from simple and ill-defined fevers cannot have augmented 
the rates very much, it would seem that, in reference to enteric fever, 
the colonies compare unfayorably with England. All the enteric 
fever deaths, except 5, were recorded in the first seven months of 
the year, the worst months being January with 19, and April with 
32. Only 12 of the deaths were of children under 5 years of age, and 
only 6 were of persons over 45. As many of the deaths from this 
disease occurred in public hospitals, and were of persons who had come 
from a distance —in some cases evenfrom beyond the limits of the colony— 
and as many others were of persons who had returned ill to their homes 
from various directions, it would serye no useful purpose to give a 
minute detail of the local distribution of the deaths. In addition, how- 
ever, to the particulars in this respect given in the accompanying 
returns, it may be stated that 54 of the deaths occurred in the four 
districts forming ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs’’ (that is, Adelaide, Norwood, 
Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide), 8 in the districts south of Adelaide dis- 
trict, and the remaining 66 in the other parts of the colony. The most 
noteworthy thing in this distribution is that, precisely as happened in 
the previous year and almost as happened in 1887, only 8 of the 
deaths were registered in all that portion cf the colony which lies south 
of the district of Adelaide. 


Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria numbered 109 (51 males and 
58 females), being less by 20 than the number recorded in 1888. ‘The 
proportion of deaths from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population 
was 0°35, against 0°45 in the previous year. Just as happened in 1888, 
diphtheria continued to claim its victims throughout the entire year, the 
worst months being May and July, with 15 deaths each. Only 7 
of the deaths from this disease were of persons over 10 years of 
age. 74 of the deaths were registered in the four districts forming 
Adelaide and suburbs, 2 in the districts south of the Adelaide district, 
and the remaining 33 in the other parts of the colony. As in the case 
of enteric fever, it is remarkable how few of the deaths from diphtheria 
—only 2- oceurred in the southern districts, while in the previous year 
only 6 such deaths were recorded in those districts. 

Phthisis.—The deaths from phthisis in 1889 were 289 (166 males and 
123 females), being not only less by 76 than those registered in 1888, but 
less also than the number recorded in any year since 1881. ‘The propor- 
tion of deaths from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was 
0-92, against 1°17 in the previous year; while, of the total deaths from 
all causes, 8°25 per cent. were attributed to phthisis. In England, 
according to the latest returns, the death rate from phthisis per 1,000 of 
the mean population was 1°54 in 1888. Latest returns also show that 
in the same year it was 1°44 in Victoria. The mortality from this 
disease was very evenly distributed over the year; the worst months, 
however, being March with 34 deaths, July with 32, and October with 
30. In deaths from the other tubercular diseases there were slight in- 
creases in number in 1889, viz , 3 more deaths from tabes mesenterica, 
3 more from tubercular meningitis, and 13 more from other forms of 
tuberculosis. 

Phthisis being always, year after year, one of the most destructive 
diseases, it is thought useful to append the following comparative state- 
ment showing the proportions of mortality from this disease in the 
Australasian colonies and England. ‘The statement is taken from the 
last annual report of the Registrar-General of New Zealand, and is 
given here as it stands in the report, except that, for the sake of uni- 
formity, the rates have been altered in form so as to be per 1,000 of the 
mean population instead of per 10,000.

Cancer.—In 1889, the deaths from cancer numbered 133 (67 males and 
66 females), being not only more by 17 than those resistered in 1888, 
but being the greatest number ever recorded in one year. The death 
rate from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°42, against 
0°37 in the previous year. In England, according to the latest report of 
the Registrar General, the rate in 1888 was 0°61; while the published 
returns of the Government Statist of Victoria show that in 1888 the 
zate in that colony was 0°49. 

All the deaths from cancer, except 7, were of persons over 30 years 
years of age. In the seventeen years, 1873-89, the deaths from this 
disease numbered 1,422 (698 males and 724 females). 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 

As explained in the last annual report, by Adelaide and suburbs is 
meant an area consisting of the four registration districts of Adelaide, 
Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide. Within this area there are, 
in addition to the city of Adelaide, nine corporate towns, and many 
other towns and villages. The estimated population of Adelaide and 
suburbs on December 31st, 1889, was 121,735 (62,276 males and 
23,459 females). The estimated mean population for the year was 
220,853. ‘The births registered during the year numbered 4,239 (2,188 
males and 2,051 females), being 132 less than those recorded in the 
previous year. ‘The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 
35°22, which was higher by 2°51 than that of the whole colony, and 
higher by 11:37 than the birth rate of the city of Adelaide taken by 
itself. 

For comparison, the birth rates of the capital cities and suburbs of the 
colonies and of some other capitals are here given. ‘The figures for the 
European cities are taken from the returns of the Registrar-General of 
England, while those for the colonial capitals, except Brisbane and 
Wellington, are extracted from special returns which, on application, 
were supplied to this office by the statistical authorities of the different 
colonies. The figures for Brisbane and Wellington are given on the 


authority of a return recently published by the Government Statistician 
of New South Wales :—

The deaths registered in Adelaide and suburbs in 1889 numbered 1,856 
(1,015 males, and 841 females), being less by 138 than those recorded in 
the previous year. The death rate per 1,000 of mean population was 
15°42, which was higher by 4°32 than that of the whole province, but 
lower by 3°21 than the death rate of the city of Adelaide taken by itself, 
that is, the city death rate, including all deaths in public institutions. 
As in the case of births, for the purpose of comparison, the death rates 
of the capital cities and suburbs of the colonies and of some other capitals 
are here given :—

CITY OF ADELAIDE. 


In addition to the very full statistics respecting the city and its wards 
given in the accompanying tables 11, 12, 13, and 14, it may be stated that 
the estimated population of Adelaide on December 31st, 1889, was 
44,581 against 43,750 on the last day of the previous year. The statisti- 
cal authorities of the different colonies do not agree as to how far births 
and deaths occurring in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, 
gaols, &c., should be included, or whether any of them at all should be 
included in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities and other 
large towns. It has required some little care, therefore, to extract or 
deduce the following few figures from recent returns. The figures show 
the rates of births and deaths (including those in public institutions) per 
1,000 of mean population, in the cities and other towns named.

CORPORATE TOWNS. 


In table 11, accompanying this report, will be found the usual statistics 
with respect to the births, deaths, and populations of twenty-three 
corporate towns, including the city of Adelaide. In the last annual 
report it was stated, in reference to a similar table which was then given, 
that no very great reliance could be placed on the figures appearing in it, 
owing to the difficulty there had been of discerning with certainty from 
the registration entries what births and what deaths had really occurred 
within the boundaries of any particular town, and also because it had 
been found impossible to arrive at satisfactory estimates of the local 
populations. As far as the figures showing the different numbers of 
births and deaths are concerned, the present table 11 may be considered 
as nearly correct as possible, since, in order to ensure accuracy in this 
respect, everything has been done since the early part of last year tha‘ 
care on the part of the outside registrars and the clerks in this office 
could accomplish. But the estimates of local populations must still be 
regarded as more or less problematical, though it is believed that, in 
consequence of a careful revision, those appearing in the present table 
approach more nearly to the truth than the estimates given in the table 
which accompanied the last annual report. 


MARRIAGES. 


Although for some years the births, deaths, and population of the 
Northern Territory have been excluded from consideration in the reports 
and returns prepared in this office, a different course has been pursued 
with respect to marriages. The Northern Territory marriages, which, 
however, were only few, have always heretofore been counted along 
with the others, as if they had been celebrated in South Australia 


proper. This inaccuracy is avoided in the present report and returns as 
far as 1889 is concerned; but owing to the smallness of the error 
inyolved, it has not been considered necessary, even if it had been 
practicable, to correct the back figures in the decennial and other tables. 
The marriages celebrated in 1889 numbered 2,062, being less by 11 
than those recorded in the previous year, but considerably more than the 
number celebrated in either 1887 or 1886—that is, excluding in all cases 
the Northern Territory marriages. 

The marriage rate for the year (that is, the rate of marriages, not of 
persons married) was 6°54 per 1,000 of the mean population, which was 
slightly less than the rate of 1888, but a little higher than the rates of 
1887 and 1886. On the whole, 1889 was not an unfavorable year with 
respect to marriages, though it cannot be said that it was a very favor- 
able one. ‘The marriages in the first quarter numbered 516; in the 
second, 521; in the third, 479; and in the fourth, 546. 

Table 17, accompanying this report, gives detailed information as to 
the ages of the persons married, and shows how many of them were 
bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many were unable 
to write their names.

GENERAL RESULTS OF YEAR. 
Viewed as a whole, 1889 was rather a favorable year with respect to 
population—that is, as compared with the four preceding ysars ; it was 
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not unfavorable (which is the most that can be said) in regard to the 
celebration of marriages ; it was undoubtedly a very unproductive year 
in reference to births ; but in regard to its record of mortality it was, 
like 1838, one of the best years the colony has ever known. 


COMPARATIVE STATISTICS. 

The following tabular statement shows the rate of births, deaths, and 
marriages per 1,000 of mean populatian in the Australasian colonies, the 
different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. The 
figures in the first seven lines have been taken from the returns of the 
statistical authorities of the different colonies named—for the most part 
from returns which, on application, were specially supplied to this office. 
The remainder of the figures have been extracted from the returns of the 
Registrar-General of England, who obtains his information respecting 
other countries from the several official authorities of those countries.

| lations. It will be seen that in the comparative statement as it stands 
| South Australia shows the tenth highest birth rate, the fourteenth highest 
marriage rate, and the second lowest death rate. If, however, the seven 
Australasian colonies alone are considered, South Australia shows the 
fifth highest birth rate, the fifth highest marriage rate, and the second 
lowest death rate. 

Theseeomparisons may, perhaps, be a little misleading, as this colony’s 
rates for 1889 were to some extent exceptional. The mean annual rates, 
therefore, for South Australia, for the five years ended with 1889, are 
here given :—
